Al the last meet-
ing of the social sclence department of the Omaba
Woman's club, the Keating-Owen bill was upani-
mousaly endorsed.

Labor committee has announced. The program for
the meetings I8 not yet complete, but many promi-
pent speakers have already promised to appear,
among whom are Dr. Falix Adler of the Ethical
Culture soclaty, New York: Homer Folks, chalrman
of the Natlongl Assoclation for the Prevention of
Tuborculosis: Lilllan D, Wald, head of the Nurses
Bettlement, New York; Florence Kelley, secrotary
of the National Consumers' league, and Stephen S.
Wise of the Free Synagogue, New York, as well as
Owen R. Lovejoy, A. J, McKelway and E, N. Clopper
of the staft of the Natiopal Child Labor committes,
The general tople for the meeting ls “Safeguarding
American Childhood' and special attention will be
given to the Keating-Owen federal child labor bill
which has just been referred by Speaker Clark to
the house committee on labor. Loeal ¢hild labor
problems will be studied and there will be discus-
slons of the effect of child labor on bealth, educa-
tion and industry, and of standards of factory ia-
spection. To make these discussions of wide lnter-
st the National Child Labor committes has invited
all state bealth, factory lospection and school of-
fleers to attend and has psked the governor of each
siate to send five delegates,
